Scouts and Guides from all over the world participate in this event where Scouting 
experiences are shared and ideas exchanged thus contributing to the world 
brotherhood of Scouting. While the event lasts from midnight local time Friday night 
to midnight Sunday night, Stations participating can choose their own operating 
hours. The opening of JOTA in Ireland took place on Saturday with a short address by 
the Chief Scout of Scouting Ireland - CSI, Peter Dixon on the 40 metere WAI 
frequency and the Dublin 2 metre repeater, operating from EI2DSJ in Dundalk. This 
was followed by a call in giving Scouts the opportunity to talk with the Chief. 


Besides EI2DSJ operating from Dundalk, other stations on air for JOTA this weekend 
are EI2SDR operating from the Scout Den in Wicklow, EI4BST operating from the 
Community Centre in Bayside, EISMRC operating from the Scout Campsite in Mount
